Washington 
Special bonuses totaling $43 
million are awaiting 86,000 high¬ 
ly trained servicemen—if they 
reenlist. The Pentagon theorizes 
the bonuses cost less than train¬ 
ing replacements for enlisted 
men with critical skills. 

The special bonuses vary ac¬ 
cording to importance and sup¬ 
ply of the skill. Servicemen with 
some key skills, such as missile 
mechanics and sonar technicians, 
could receive up to $10,000—the 
maximum $8000 “variable reen¬ 
listment bonus” plus the stand¬ 
ard $2000 reenlistment bonus. 

The new* bonuses, approved by 
Congress, will be allotted over 
the next 16 months.

Angling 

Corner 

By THOMAS FERRICK 

With the melting snow and 
rising air temperature comes the 
tingling excitment of early 
Spring fishing. Now is the time 
to make ready for the coming 
angling year. Take that tackle 
box from wherever you stored it 
for the long cold winter months 
and clean it out. 

If the tackle box is cork lined, 
replace the cork. The time you 
take to do this will add greatly 
to the sharpness of your hooks. 
If the hooks are .left unprotected, 
they scratch against the inside 
of the tray and .become worn 
and dull. The cork helps prevent 
rust on the hooks because it ab¬ 
sorbs moisture from wet lures. 
Hooks get dull with use, so every 
fishing season it is a good idea 
to sharpen all your hooks with 
a small hone. Taking this pre¬ 
caution will add greatly to your 
angling success. 

Another pre-season fishing tip 
is to polish up all your metal 
spoons and spinners that have 
been dulled over the past sea¬ 
sons. Steel wool is a good ma¬ 
terial to use. Here is a list you 
should, follow in preparing for 
the coming angling year. 

Preseason Tips: 1—Buy a li¬ 
cense; 2—Clean out Tackle Box; 

3—Sharpen Hooks; 4—Clean reel 
and oil it; 5—Rewrap any loose 
winding on your rod and glue 
any loose ferrules; 6 — Patch 
holes in waders (if any) and 
mend holes in fishing nets; 7— 
Buy lures, hooks, sinkers, fly,

Add boiling water to gelatin, stirring until dissolved. Cut 
oranges in half; squeeze to make 1 cup juice. Add juice to gelatin 
mixture along with lemon juice. Chill until very thick; whip until 
Huffy. -Beat egg whites until frothy; gradually add sugar, beating 
until stiff peaks form. Fold into whipped gelatin mixture. Chill 
until mixture mounds slightly; spoon into cooled baskets (see 
below). For handles, cut strips -from squeezed orange halves 
1/4-mch wide. Insert ends in filling. 

For baskets, empty contents of package into bowl; sprinkle 
water over mix. Stir lightly with fork until just dampened. (If 
necessary add another one-half tablespoon water to make dough 
hold together.) Form into ball. Roll dough out on lightly floured 
board to 1/8-mch thickness. Cut out eight 5-inch circles. Place 
a circle on bottom of inverted 5-oz. custard cup; make 4 pleats 
to shape basket. Prick bottom and sides. Repeat with other circles. 
Bake on cooky sheet in preheated hot oven (425°F.) 10 to 12 
minutes. When cool, gently remove baskets.
